An Audiotape Goes Gold 


Bantam’s L’Amour 
series tops one million 
in sales 


BY JOANNE TANGORRA 


In a market where sales of even the 
most successful audiotapes rarely ap- 
proach the high figures of their best- 
selling book counterparts, Bantam 
Audio last month marked a major 
milestone with the shipment of its 
one-millionth audiotape by popular 
frontier novelist Louis L’Amour. Ban- 
tam, which in the last five years has 
published 35 audio adaptations of 
L’Amour’s fiction, hit the one-million 
mark with the release of The Town No 
Guns Could Tame, and will continue 
to expand the line with the spring and 
summer release of four additional ti- 
tles, including Bowdrie Follows a 
Cold Trail, McQueen of the Tumbling 
K, The Law of the Desert Born (a 
boxed set) and West of the Tularosas. 

According to Jenny Frost, vice- 
president and publisher of Bantam 
Audio, ‘“‘L’Amour has become one of 
the bestselling novelists in the audio 
medium, and with this million-copy 
landmark we're making our place in 
audio sales history.” Adds Beau L’A- 
mour, the author’s son and a supervis- 
ing producer of the audio line, “‘It’s 
ironic. I recently discovered in my fa- 
ther’s journals that The Towns No 
Guns Could Tame was the first west- 
ern story he ever sold, back in the 
1930s.” 

In addition, the L’Amour line is get- 
ting greater play through the recently 
released Louis L’Amour Theater, a 
nationally syndicated weekly radio 
program based on Bantam’s full-cast 
audio dramatizations of the author’s 
classic tales of the Wild West and 
autobiographical accounts of his own 
adventures. The show—produced 
jointly by Bantam Audio, the L'Amour 
family and the California-based com- 
pany CKW & Associates—has signed 
up 116 affiliates since it hit the air- 
waves in the fall. Says Frost, “The 
show grew out of our desire to see the 
programs reach an even wider audi- 
ence. We knew we had an ongoing 
source of new programming and felt 
that there was an audience for the 
dramatizations.” 
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In fact, a distinguishing feature of 
the L’Amour audio line is its multi- 
voice dramatizations (with the excep- 
tion of a few single-voice narratives), 
complete with original music and 
sound effects. This approach reflects 
L’Amour’s desire to “give listeners 
something special,” according to 
Beau L’Amour, who 
has been instrumental 
in the production of the 
tapes since the incep- 
tion of the line and par- 
ticularly since his fa- 
ther’s death in 1989. 

“When we started 
talking about the audio 
line in 1986, my father 
said that his main con- 
cern was always to 
make sure that the au- 
dience got as much val- 
ue as possible—in fact, 
he had asked Bantam 
to hold down the price 
on his books for a long 
time because he felt 
that was more fair to 
the consumer.” (Ban- 
tam has published all of 
L’Amour's 109 titles, 
with 225 million copies 
in print international- 
ly.) “As far as audio 
was concerned, Dad 
felt that it was a rela- 
tively. expensive prod- 
uct and he wanted to 
give as much of a show as he could— 
as much production value as possible. 
When Jenny Frost suggested doing 
the programs like old-time radio, he 
was very excited.” 

As a supervising producer of L’A- 
mour's audio titles, Beau has worked 
closely with Bantam to carry out his 
father’s legacy, particularly in 
adapting L’Amour’s short fiction to 
audio. ‘‘The line is unique in that my 
father gave us the freedom to 
change what he wrote, and each 
script is a specially written adapta- 
tion.” Beau has written (and direct- 
ed) several scripts himself—includ- 
ing Merrano of the Dry Country and 
One for the Mojave Kid—and has 
worked with writers on others. 
“What we try to do is find all of the 
little nuggets of gold in the original 
stories, identifying the main ele- 
ments of plot and theme and then fo-

cusing single-mindedly on bringing 
those things out and interweaving 
them. We’re not attempting to tran- 
scribe the short story to the tape— 
these are complete adaptations.” 

Thus far, the L’Amour formula is 
proving successful, not only in the 
predictable places like Texas and the 
West—home to a solid base of loyal 
L'Amour fans—but across the coun- 
try, according to Frost. “In terms of 
marketing and promo- 
tion, L'Amour is treat- 
ed as any major author, 
though we key support 
to primary markets 
and target groups,” 
she says, adding that 
the tapes do ‘‘exceed- 
ingly well’ in truck 
stops. Beginning in 
May, Bantam will 
launch a Father’s Day 
promotion, offering a 
free copy of a book by 
Louis L'Amour with 
each of the company’s 
three boxed sets: Chick 
Bowdrie; Riding for 
the Brand; and Law of 
the Desert Born. 

In the meantime, the 
Louis L'Amour The- 
ater continues to ‘‘add 
a station a day,” ac- 
cording to Charles 
Whaley, president of 
CKW & Associates, 
who says that the pro- 
gram is helping to 
bring back “the golden 
age of radio.’ CKW began syndicat- 


. ing the show last fall to country and 


talk radio stations across the country, 
some of which report standing room 
only at local “listening parties.” Ac- 
cording to Whaley, the 26-hour-long 
radio shows have wide appeal: ‘‘Lis- 
teners include not just the 40-to-50- 
plus age range but people in their 30s 
who are burned out on television and 
are seeking some kind of entertain- 
ment.” 

Adds Beau L’Amour: “Were hop- 
ing that radio will help to reach that 
large number of consumers who still 
are not aware of audio. Hopefully, 
through the show, we can educate the 
public about the product.” L’Amour 
says he will continue to work with 
Bantam well into the future on audio 
adaptations of his father’s remaining 
works. ‘‘We still have a long way to

Originally broadcast from “the old 
hayloft" in Chicago's Sherman 
Hotel, the show later moved to 
the Eighth Street Theater. 

Almost from the beginning . .

It 
alzo proved to be a boon with 
Windy City residents, who rou- 
tinely packed the rafters at the 
Eighth Street Theater in order to 
catch the popular broadcast in 
person. By 1928, when admission 
ta most radio shows was fres, 
fans of The National Barn Darice 
were eagerly paying the adivt 

rice of 73¢ (A8¢ for kids) to gain 
admission to the theater. 

Eventually, The WLS National 
Barn Danat became one of the 
hottest shows on radio, with its 
Saturday might broadcast teing 
heard by millions of listeners na- 
tionwide By 1928, the show was 
being broadcast to selected mar- 
kets around the country. 

A truly national hookup took 
place on mber 30, 1933, 
when NBC Radio added the pror 
gram to its Blue Network, Com- 
ing aboard as a national sponsor 
was Alka Seltzer, which added its 
moniker to the show's title.
